the popular demand for legislation.

The original Crosser bill provided 
thai a referendum be declared car- 
ried if a majority of the voters on 
Ihe (ju-eslion favored it. The sen- 
ale amended this to read, ''if a 
majority of the voters voting at 
an election favor it." It' the ques- 
tions are submitted al a regular 
election many voters may not vote 
on the special issues involved.
